Christmas Fires.

The following communication Is pub-

lished st tiie rcqucrt of Fire Chief C.

E. Foster, in relation to the use of in-

flammable material in connection with
Christmas festivities.

Tt tht Public

"Chrislma time I once more here,
and I dewire to again call the atten-

tion of all to the danger in connection

with Cbristma tree exercl--e. Chriitt-m- a

greens cotton and the like, are

very inflammable, and tbe greatest
caution Hhould be ud; I would ad-via- e

that, wherever it ia poible, eleo-tri- e

lighta be used in the place of can-

dle, as a, great deal of danger may be
avoided in thi.

re that all door are unfastened;
that all aisles are clear and don't al-

low crowding around the tree. In case

of fire, telephone the fire department
immediately.

"If cburohe and tocietie intending
to hold exercises will notify me of their
desire, I will send a member of the de-

partment to be present at the exer-

cise, equipped with a fire extinguisher
so a to lie on hand in case of acci-

dent.
